As a member of the Organization ot Aaarican States, the United States 
^.6 guided in it* policies by the Principles set forth in tha Charter of the 
Organisation adopted at Bogota in April 1943. The United State* attache. 
particular importance to the following declaration contained In Article i 
of that Charter: "International order consists essentially of respect for 
the personality j sovereignty 8 and independence of State*, and the faithful 
fulfil lccnc of obligations derived free treaties and other sources of 
international law/' 

The United States Government takes cognisance of the statement of th-a 
Government of Cuba of , setting forth undertakings by Cuba 

to fulfill faithfully its international obligations and ia particular to 
refrain from any actions in relation to other A&ericaa Republics which 
vould contravene obligations set forth in Article 7, il, and 15 of the 
Charter of the Organisation of African States, It is understood that dis- 
charge by th* government of an American Republic of its obligations under 
chat Charter includes appropriate erasures with respect to actions by persons 
within its jurisdiction, in accordance with the requirements of international
